Hat Marriage is an Honourable State . 
ordained by God 1lWPparadiſe , and 
{ ſince confirmed by our * DaV1 
1 who wrought his firſt Mira |-v 
ding, I hope none will deny ;*therefore it 
1s convenient that Parents well take care 
$ of their Daughters Chaſtity, and when 
s thoy find them inclinable ro Marriage, 
nat rigorouſly to reſtrain their Aft-CEtions, 
for Nature will have its courſe, bur rather 
to provide tor them, if prftible, fach Huſ- 
bands as may be for their advantage, and 
with whom they may live comfortably in 
that blefled State, leſt being croſſed in their 
purpoſes, and delayed.they part with their - 
Honour diſhonourable ways: 

The propenſton and inclination of Maids 
to Marriage, is to be dilcovered by many 
Sympoms; as, when Nature fringes the » 
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Ovicure partsand their Terins flow at the 
time appointed , Which is uſually in the 
Fourtcenth or Fifteenth Year of their Age, 
When as the Seed increaleth in ſome looner, 
and 1n others jatcr,according to their Ha- 
birs or Con{titmiions: And the Blood, 
which is no longer taken to auginent their 
Bodies, abounding, incites their Minds and 
Imaginations to Venery.

rhcreof ariſe the Swarth and weaſel Co- 
| Jour-in Maids, when they bcgin to be 1n 
Love, and defirous of Corulation ; as allo 
[ rhetr ſhort Breathings, Tremblings, and 
| Pantigs of the Heart. The Expullive Fa- 
cultics being moyed to caſt out the ſuper« 
Hrous Humour. But if thcy happen to be 
Marricd to their own Content, theſe affii- 
I Ctions vaniſh, and their native Beauty re- 
I rurns more gay than before : nor is their 
| eager gazing, & defiring to aflociate theme» 
ſelves wich Men, a lefier {tpn that Nature 
prompts them to dolire what ſt orcain'd * 
Their 
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.. Their due of which, ſometimes being by 
1 obdurateParents debarred ina lawful way, 
breaking the bounds of modeſty, rather 
than enduring ſuch violent Agitations and 
Conflicts within themſelves, they ſatiate 
their dcfire in, unlawful Love. The ſame 
may in alt Particulars be ob{crved in young 
brisk Widows, whom Death, that Enemy 
' of ſweet Conjugal Love, has ſeparatcd from 
the Boſom of rheir Husbands. 

At fourteen Years of Age,commonly the 
Terms in Virgins begins tro flow,and then. . 
they are capable of Conceiving,and ſo cons 
tinue genera])ly will forty four;at what time, ; 
for the moſt parr, the Eflux being ſtayed 
they are no longer cavable of Generation 
umle{s ſuch as are exceeding healthful, ftrong 
of body.and have uſed themſclves toTem= 
perance, who bave appcar'd to he deliver- 
ed. of Children til] fifty fave Yearsz but 
ſach Prodigics rarely happen, although the 
Terms extend farther in ſome Women 
than in others ; but many times ſuch Eflux 
proceeds yor from any natural cauſc, but 
by reaſon of ſome viotent ſtraining, or 
other violence, -and does often endanger 
the life ofthe Partv : And therefore young 
Men chat marry Women turmounting the 
Age aforeſaid, if they expe&t Children, 
walcſs by Miracle, nwlt labour againſt the | 
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Wind, theugh it an old Man, that is not 
worn out by Dileaies and Incontinency, 
matry a brizk lively Lals, there is hopes 
cycn to threeſccre ard tern, and ſome that 
are extraordinary luſty, till fourſcore. 

Hy pocrates , that Famous and Learned 
Phyttcian, is of Opizion, that a Youth ar 
16 years, or berwten that and 17, having 
1uch vital ſtrength, may be capable of get- 
ting Children, and that force and heat of 
Procreating matter continually increaſes till 
45, 59, 865. and at the en of the latter be- 
gins to flagp; the Seed by little and little be- 
oming unfruitful, the natural Spirits being 
Xtlnguithed, and the humonrs dried up 
" and in genetal, moſt Phy ficians at this day 

co obferve ir, bur as to particulars, as I 

bave before mentioned, ir often happen- 

cth otherwiſe ; nay, *tis reported by a cre- 
abic Author, that in the Reign of Erecus, 
King of Swecdland, a Man was married at 
a Hundred years old, to a Bride of Thirty, 
ard had many Childrcn by her, but look- 
ed fo freſh, that ſuch as knew him not took 
him not to exceed halt that Age. 

In Campania, Where the Air is tempe- 
| rare, ſcrene, and calm, men of Bo years uſu- ' 3 
| ally marry young Virgins, and have Chil- ': 
| dren by them, Which argues, that Age in 
meu hinders npt Procreation, unleſs oy 
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be cxhauſted in their Youth, and their 
Members fhriveled up. It any ask why 
a Women is ſooner barren than a Man ? 
I an{wer, the Cautc is, the natural Hear, 
which is more predominant in the latter 
tifan in the former; tor fiace a Woman is 
more moiſt than a Man, as her Courles do 
moſt evidently demonſtrate, as allo the 
loftneſs of her Body ; 'tis alſo apparent, 
that he doth exceed her in Native heat; 
and as tor that heat, it is the chict thing 

that concocts the Humours, and changes ._ 
th:m into the ſubſtance of the Seed, which 
Aliment the Woman wanting, grows far, 
when a Man, by reaſon of that heat, melts - 
I;is tat by degrees, and his Humours are - 
diflolved, bur by the beneht thercot they - 
are Elaboratcd into Se:d : and this may, 
for the berter Confirmation of what I pro- 
pole be added, That the Woman is nor fo 
ſtrong as a Mav, nor ſo wilc and prudent, 
nor hath ſo much reaſon, nor is {o ingent- 
ous 1n contriving her Afﬀairs, whereby the 
Facultics are hindered in their operation. }.

The Infant being arrived to ſome'per= 
fction, is faſtencd by a long ſtring to the 
Navel, as the Apple by the {talk is taltened 
to the Tree z by which, through the help 
of the Umbelical Vein, it is nouriſhed by a 
Fountai.1 ot pure Blood, not taking it in at 
the mouth, as ſome ignorant People haye 
imagined; that being of no uſc during the 
aboad in rhe Womb, neither do any Ex» : 
crements fall from the Veſſels of Evacuatie 2 
on ; but the Umbelical V«in ({pringing from of 
the Matrix,cnters the Liver in tworparts, 6 
terminates in Vena Porta, trom Which the 
moſt pure Blood from the Seminary Vel- 
ielsare derived to the Matrix. And henee it 
1s that the Blood and Spirus, uke Auxiharies, 
are always convey'd down warc's, that {o 
none of them be wanting, whereof are 
thoſe Channels and Rivers of Veins ard 
Artcrics that proceed from the Mothers 
Body are carric to the Womb, and then 
faſtened into the Navel, fecd the Child by 
inicn{ible ways, and by the faculty of the 
Secd that is foſtered by the hear of the 
Womb, ang moiſtened with Blood z being. 
perfected at the times ſpecified in all its 
parts equal ballanced, it is in tbe midlt of 
the Womb, as in the Center: lying all

m:licude, nothing is more powerful than the 
imagination of the Mother for if ſhe con» 

cciye in her mind, or do by chance faſlte 
her eycs upon any ObjzQ, and imprinc it in 
her Memory, the Child in its outward parts 
[requently has ſome repreſentation thereol 
ſo Whilſt a Man and Woman are 1n the 
AQ of Copulation, if the Woman carneſtly 
behold his Countenance and fix her mind 
thercon, Without all peradventure, the 
Child will reſemble che rather; nay fo 
powerful is its Opzration, that though a 
Woman be in unlawful Copulation, yct it 
fear or any thing elſeccaules her to fix her 
mind upon her Husband, the Child will 
reſemble him, tho! he never got it. The 
ſame effect, according to the opinion of the 
Learned, proceeds from Imagination in 
caule of Warts, Mold(pors, Stains, Daſkes, 
and the figures of firange things, though 
B indeed 
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Indeed they ſometimes happen thro? frights 
or cxtravapavt longings. Many Women 
chere are, that (ceing a Hare crots them 
when great with Child, will, through the 
ſtrer.gth of imagination, bring torth a Child 
with a hairy-iip. Some Children again arc 
born with flat Noſes, wry Mouths, great 
bluber Lips,and iJi ſhaped Bodics,and moſt 
aſcribe the reaſon to the ſtrange conceit of 
tae Mother, who has buſicd her Eyes and 
Mind npon fome ill ſhaped or diſtorted 
Creature; therefore it greatly behoves all 
Women with Child to avoid any mon- 
{trous {tphr, or at leaſt ro have a ſtedfaſt 
mind, not cafily fixed upon any one thing 
more than another. And this opinion Pliny 
confirms in his 7th Book of natural things, 
and the 12th Chapter. T he Famour Sir Tho- 
mas More likewiſe confirms it, and cilcants 
merrily on a Paſſage of his times, wherein 
a Perſon having divers Children, would 
own nove but one that was like humn,when 
in the end it proved, by the afſeyeration 
of the Mother, that all, cxcept that, were 
of his own begctring ; but whilſt another 
man was mounted in his Saddle, ſhe fear- 
ing that he would come and dctect her in 
the A, had her imagination ſo fix'd on 
him, that as ſhe conceived, the {imilictude 
could proceed from no other c4ule, er nh 
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fore it 1s apparent that likeneſs can confiirm 
no Child to be a lawful Fathers own :.yct 
11 manners, wit, and the propeuſion of the 
mind,daily examples reach us that Cliil- 
dren which have all force and Spirits from 
the facuity of the Sced, are commonly 0: 
rhe ſame condition with their progenitors, 
and of the ſame nature, but there is much 
in this, Wherher venery be uſed with great 
or weak defire, for many are leſs yenerous 
and not ſo hor, aid conſcqueutly not fo de 
jirous of copulation, but rather decline it, 
unleſs the obſtreporulneſs of their Wiyes 
cauſe them ro complyance therctn,and therz, 
they proceed faintly and drowſily, whence 
it happens that the Children fall ſhorr of 
che Parents nature, wit and manners ; and 
hence it is that wiſe men frequently beget 
ſtupid {loathtul Children of feeble minds, 
becauſe they are not much given to theſe 
delighrs,but as 1 ſaid on the contrary, when 
the Progenitors are hot in venerious ACt:- 

ons, and do liberally and abundantly cm» 
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ploy themſelves therein :it oftentimes haps | 
pens that the Children are of the ſame des | 
{1res, manners and ations of the mind with 
their Parents. And thus much for the firſt 
point, now I ſhall proceed to the Second, 
which 1s t9 prove that the mother's equal- I 
ly contributing tothe making the Child.&&e. |

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Though it is apparent that tlic Seed of 
man is the chict «ficient and beginning of 
action, motion, and Generation, yet that 

' the Woman does afford ſeed, and ctteCtual- 
ly contributes in that particular to'the pro- 
creation of the Child, 1s cvinced by ſtrong 
reaſons; in the firſt place, Seminary Vclels 
had bcen given them in vain, and genital 
Teſticles inverted, if the Woman wanted 
Seminal exccflence; for being Nature doth 
nothing in vain, therefore it muſt be grant- 
cd that they were made for the ule of (eed 
and procreation and fixcd 1n their proper 
places, both the Icſtaclces and Receptacles 

- of Seed, whole nature and force is to ope- 
rate, and afford fruitful yertue to the Sced : 
and to prove this, there needs no ſtronger 
Arguincnt than that if a Woman do not 
uſe Copulation to eject ner Secd, ſhe ofren- 

A rtimcs falls into ſtrange Dilcales, as appears 
| by young Widows and Virgins. A ſecond 
i reaſon may be urged, that al:hough the 
q ſocicty of a lawfal Bed conliſt not altoge- 
I ther in theſe things, yer it is apparent, that 
2 the Female Sex is nor better won, and ap- 
4 pear more blich and j>cund,than when they 
if are often fatisfied this way; Which is an in- 
#4 ducement to belicve that they have greater 
pleaſure, and rIccive more content than a 
man: for ſince by Nature much delight 

accom- 
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accompanies the cjeCtion of the Seed, by 
breaking forth of the (welling Spirte, and 
the (tiſftnels of the Nerves, in which caſe 
the opcrationof the Womans part is double, 
ſhe (uftzring both ways, even by cj:@ion 
and reception, whereby ſhe is more recrc- 
ated and d:liphted in the Venereal AQ. 
Hence it is that the Cluld more frequent 
ly reſembles the Mother than the Father, 


becauſe the Mother confers the molt toe 


wards its Generation : and further it may 
be inſtanced from the great love they bear 
them, for beſides their contributing Semi= 
nal matter, they, during the time they are 
in the Womb, feed and nourtſh the Child 
With the pureſt Fountain of Blood : which 
Opinion Galen confirms, by allowing the 
Child to participate more of the Mother 
than the Father, and refers the diftcrerce 
of the Sex to the inflience.of menlirual 
Blood ; but the reaſon of the likenels he at- 
tributes ro the force of the Seed; for as 


Plants receive more from fruitful ground | 


than from the induſtry of the Husbandman, 
lo the Infant in more abundance receives 
from the Mother than the Father; for fr(t 
tac Seed of both is heaped. and foſtered in 
the Womb. and there grows to perfeCtion, 
being nouriſhed with blood. And hence 
it is that Children for the moſt part aff«& 
B 3 theic 
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their Mothers bcſt, for it proceeds from 
tac ncarncls of nature by a natural inftinEt, 
becauſe the Muthers forces were moſt im- 
ployed about *em > for nine months, and 
{Onetimcs ten,ſhe nouriſheth the Child with 
her pureſt Blood, then her love towards 1t 
newly born, and the likcelyncſs db clearly 
demonſtrate, that the Woman aftordeth 
Seed,and that Women do contribute more 
roWards making the Child than Men. And 
thus much for the clearing of this point 
alſo : and now to the third thing propoſed, 
viz. Whence grows the kind,and Whether 
the Man or the Woman is the caule of the 
lale or Female Infant.

tuck Supernatural and Ex:raordinary cauſes 
| DS that 
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hat have their peculiar cft:Ets: I ſhall pro» 
cecd to ſprak of things natural and com- 
mon, and how Nature worketh by her in- 
bred Forces; {or ſhe prepares a Body fi for 
the reception of the Soul (of whoſe Nature 
I ſh1}! hercaſter dilcourle ) and gives every 
thing its temper z but fince there are two 
Principals out of which the Body of Man 
1s made, and which render the Child like 
the Progenitors, and to be of one or the 
other Sex, viz. Sced common to both Sex, 
as | have before demorfitrated, and men 
ſtrual Blood proper to the Woman only. 
The Similirude conſiſts in the force of the

{omcrtimes the whole courſe of Nature is 
changed, cither when the Sceds ate vita- 
red, or the Inſtruments of Gencration 
unkhi, {o that the natural Faculties, to pro- 
pagatc and form the Child, cannot per- 
form their Office cxaQly : for as the molt 
ingenious Artift can bring nothing to per- 
afcCtion if his Materials be bad or our of or- 
&r, ſo Nature wanting the force of her 
Faculties, or not having fit matter, mult 
of nccclliy procecd prepoltcrouſly 1n for- 
ming the Child. As in the Art of melting

Mariners, who coming home raſhly mar 
ry, or Tun upon their Wives without any 
due regard to their menſtrual courtes, or 
the Wombs cleavſing it {elf ro the Sealon 
of the year, or the Moon or Suns progreſs 
through the Celeſtial Signs, nor are the 
Women without regard tothe health or 
ſhape? of their poſterity, leſs defirous to re- 
ccive them aficr a long ſeparation, which 
!s not only cxcceding hurtful to them- 
ſelves, for thence proceed not monltcrous 
or untimely Births only,bur dangerous dil- 
eaſes often to thoſe who fo raſhly proceed. 
The firſt is becauſe the Seed mixing with 
menſtrual Blood contracts an unnatural 
maſs of corrupt matter, Which either rurns 
to miſcarriage, abortion, or a Monſtrous 
and deformed Birth, for bv that means thi 
faculty of the Womb as I ſaid looſerh its* 
force to Generation and Succeſs of breeding 
the Child, or if it try to come to any thing 
It is at moſt ſome monſterous Form, not 
{ſhaped like a Man, unleſs in ſome parts, 
Which after a long continuance in the

Womb, will come forth with great pain 
and labour, not unlike to this, there 1s an 
Eflux that greatly troubles ſuch as by their 
inconſiderat? raſhnels are ſubject to 1t. 
Our Women, becauſe conception beging 
in the fourth Moon, when the terms flow 
down by force,& that Planer in conjunftion 
call ita Moon Birth, or many kinds. And

profligate of cither Sex, have many times 
by fad experience found their wilful folly 
too late, but eſpecially che Female Scx ; 
for by the violent concuſſion and motion 
uſed in copulation, and ey!] mixcure, rhe 
contagion by degrees will feiſe upon the 
whole habit of the Body, cauſtng the Pox 
and Leprof12: the like Eftcs it has upon 
Men, if the Woman be infected, eſpecial- 
ly if he deal with Whores at ſuch times, 
who commonly are infeted, and may be 
accounted ſo many walking Contagions, or 
Emiſſaries of the Prince of Darkneſs,for thc 
deſtruftion of Mankind, and at this day the 
preateſt peſt and grievance of the Nation. 
Theſe things rightly conſidered, noman 
need wonder at ſo many mil- ſhapen Births 
and monſterous People with fcaid Heads, 
bowed and diſtorted Legs, Arms, and 
Backs, wry Necks, crumple 1 Feet, inci- 
dent ro {wellings and inherent Dilealcs, 
eſpecially (wellings in the Groin, Buboes, 
and Emerods, as alſo that thcir minds arc 
dull, ſtupid, forgetful, fooliſh, mad, and nn- 
reaſonable, which arc indeed the efteAs of 
unſcaſonable and unreaſonable Venery,

within the ſpace of Seven Months, that it 
was carryed in the Mothers Womb but 
27 Weeks, and ſome odd Days, bur if ſhe 
could have carried it to full 9 Months, the 
Childs Parts and Limbs would have been 
more firm and ſtrong, and the SruCture of 
the Body more compaCt,and faſt, for the 
Skin was cxceeding looſe, and the Breſt: 
bone that dc tends the Hearr,and the Sword- 
like Griſtie that lies over the Sromach were 
highcr than naturally thev ſhould be, not 
plain bur cro: ked, and ſharp Ridged, or 
pointed like thole of young Chickens that 
atc hatchcd at the beginning of the Spring, 
And being a Female Intant, it wanted its 
” Nailes upon her Fingers, and the outmoſt 
Toynts of her Fingers. upon Which from 
the Muſculous or Cartilaginous matter of 
the Skin, Nails that arc very [ſmooth do 


' "come, and by degrees harden, . ſhe had in- 


ftcad of Nails a thin Skin or Film : as for 
her Toes there was not the leaſt appear- 
ance of Nailcs about them, by reaſon they 
wanted the neat that was communicated to 
the Fingers from the nearneſs of the Heart. 
Theſe and the like weighty matters being 
conſidered, and above all, one Gentlewo- 
manof quality that aſhiſted, affirming that 
ſhe had been the Mother of 19 Cy

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and that divers of them had been born,and 
lived a 7 Months, they without favour to

where better ro be diſcerned than by the 
Genitals of the Man, wherefere Midwives 
and other skilful Women, in former days 
were wot to fee the Teſticles ot Children, 
thereby ro conjefure or guels at their tem- 
pcr and (tate cf Body,and young men may 
know thereby the Signs or Symptoms of 
lite and death, for if the caſes of rhe Teſti- 
cles be looſe and feeble, and the Cods fall 
down, 1t denotes the natural faculties and 

Vie 
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vital Spirits, Which are the props of Liſle, 
are fallen : but if the Secret parts be wrink= 
led and raiſed up, the Yard, at any occa- 
ſton ſo requiring, ſtanding iff, it is a Sign 
all will be well: but that the Event may 
exattly anſwer the PrediCion, it is nece{{a> 
ry to conſider what part of the Body the 
diſeaſe poſſeficth : tor if it chanceto be the 
upper part that is afflicted, as the Head or *' 
Stomach, then will it not ſo well appear - 
by the Members, which frequently are un-,,A 
concerned With ſuch grievances ;z but the 
lower part of the body cxaMly {ympathi- 
zing With them, their livelineſs, on the 
contrary, makes it apparent ; for Natures

The cauſe of the Green ſickneſs in Virgins, with 
its Symptoms and Directions for its cure ; To- 
gether with the chiefeſt occaſion of Barrenneſs 
in Women, and by what means to remove the 
Canſe, and render them fruitful. 


1 ſormer of rhele 11] conveniencies 
- ts too apparent in Virgins, clpe- 
cially (uch as are of a Flegmatick 
Congplexion, evidently ſhewing it ſelf by 
diſ®louring the Face, in making it look 
+ green, pale, or of a dusky yellow, which 
proceeds from raw undigeſted humours,nor 
only does it appear to the Eye, but ſenſibly 
afflicts (uch as it poſlefies, with difficu!ty of 
breathing, pains in the Head, Palpitation 
of the Heart, unuſual beating and ſmall 
throbings of the Arteries in the Temples, 
Neck and Back, many times caſting them 
into Feyers, if the humour be very vicious 
! allo loathing of meat, and diltenſion of 
| the Hypocondrick part, by reaſon of the 
ay inordinate refliix of menſtruous Blood to 
thc greater Veſſels, and by reaſon of the 
avundance of humour, the whole body is 


4 often troubled with ſwelling, or if not at 
; leaſt 
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leaſt the T highs, Legs,and Ankles all aboye 
the Heels. | 

Now this affliction proceeds from crude, 
raw, and undigeſted Humours ariſing from 
the ſuppreſhon of the monthly Courſes, by 
reaſon of the natural narrownels of the 
Veſſels, or their accidental ContraQtion by 
violent motion, bur oftner through eating 
Chalk, Oat-meal, Tobacco-pipes, Loame, 
Starch, Nutmegs, and drinking of Vine- : 
gar, for thereby an il] Concotion in the 
Bowels is occaſioned. and the Humours 
moreover contrated into the habit of the 
body, become habitual, and concordant 
with it : many of theſe AMiCtions happen 
through the long Retention of the Seed, 
when Virgins are ripe for the Att of Ge- 
neration z Which vitiating, the Vcſlcls 
ſpread it into evil Humours : Therc- 
fore the firſt thing ncceſlary.to cradicate 
the Cauſe, is matrimonial Conzjuntton, 
and ſuch Copwation as may prove to the 
fatisfattion of her that is afflifted , for by 
that means the Humours being diffuſed and. 
diſpreſſed, they will ſoon waſt themſelves, 
and then no more matter bcing admint= 
ſired to increaſe them, they will vaniſh, 
and a good temperament of Body will re- 
eurn : but in cafe ſuch a ConjunAon cannor, 
be had fo ſoon as neccflity requires, then ler 
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the Datmſel blood in the Heel, and if ſhe 
be about 16G, you may do it likewiſe in the 
Arm, though ſuffer her not to bleed over- 
much, eſpecially if any pure blood come 
forth, for then the vitiated Humour cling- 
ing to the Veins will ſtay behind, and that 
bloods loſs render her leſs capable to oppoſe 
tgem. If the diſeaſes be of any continu» 
ance, then 1s it to be eradicated by purga- 
tion , preparation of the Humour being 
firſt conſidered, which may be done by 
the Virgins drinking decoCtion of Guatcum, 
with Dittany of Creet : but the beſt Purge in 
this caſe ought to be made of Aloes, Agrick, 
uice of Lavin, Succotrina ; and for the un- 
Pobſtrufting of the Humour, take prepared 
Steel, Bezoar-ſtone, the Root of Scortzone» 
ra, and OQyl of Chriſtal in ſmall Wine,and 
let the Dict he moderate, but in no wile let 
Vinegar be uſed therewith, nor upon any 
other cccafion. And in fo obſerving, the 
Hunrours will be dilated, diffipated, and 
transſuled, by which means the Complexi- 
; on Will return, and the Body be lively and 
# full of vigour. And now ſince Barrcnnels 
+ daily occaſions diicontent, and that diſcon- 
| rent creates difference between Man and 
Wite, or by immoderate prief frequently 
caſts the Woman into one or other violent 
Diſtemper ; I ſhall ſomewhar largely treat 
{ rhercotk. This 
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This defe&t comes divers ways,but moſt 
commonly through the defe& of the Gent, 
tals, Veſlels, Blood or Menſtcum : and of 
chele I ſhall diſcourſe in their order, and 
then proceed to mention other matters Re- 
lating to the ſame ſubjeCft. T he deteAtrhen 
in the Genitals frequently happens in Wo- 
men through the ſtrict cloſure ofthe mouth 
of the Womb,which by that means denies 
the Seed entrance, or through the nar- 
rowneſs of the parts or ſharc-bone, that * 
will not admit the Yard entrance, or ma» 
ny times by reaſon of ſome Ulcers of excres» 
cencies in the neck of the Womb,to which 
may be added the defect of the Seed, by tea- 
fon of - fome Diſtemper in the Generative 
'Veſlels, which the Woman may perceive 
by the little, or no ſatisfation ſhe receives - 
in the a of copulation ; fomertimes again 

Children are wanting, when the Woman 
being too young, her Courſes are not come 

down, or that ſhe is ſo old they ceaſe ro 

flow : For tis the opinion of the Learned, 
that when the Courſes are wanting, the - 
Man labours in vaingand further it may be 
attributed to the want of Seed, when there 
1s not a due proportion of cither Party, or 

when by reaſon of ſame cold moiſt Hu- 

mours flowing into the Womb, it loſeth 

it's attratiye force, and cannot draw the : 
D_4 Seed 
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S-cd to its proper place or ſtation: 

Now if the Orifce of the Womb be clo: 
ſed, that the Seed cannot enter, it muſt be 
opened by mcifton,or rather tne two Wings 
or Nymphix, which many times extend 
themfelves over the Clyrtoris , fo far that 
the Yard cannot paſs the neck of the 
Womb: aud ſubj.£t to this defeft 1n Na- 
ture are many Women, eſpecially in hot 
Countrics, but moſt of all in Egype, where 
the Chyrurgeons are forced with Silver [n- 
{truments, to make way for the Inſtru 
ment of Generation, a thing not altogether 
unpracticable in England. 

Incaſe the neck of the Womb be fo ſtrait 
that the Yard cannot entcr,then 6 the caſe 
fo be inquired into, whether it be natural» 
ly ſo, or proceed from ſome ſwelling, or 
Schirrhus cither within or without, and if 
any ſuch thing appears, 1t is for the moſt 
part incurcablg, bur if it bea natural ſtrait- 
neſs, then ſupple it with a Tent dipped in 
Oyl of Roscs and the white of Eggs, and 
drink Chamomile Poſlcr sweerned with 
Sugar-Candia, morning and cvening : and 
by the opcration thereof , the Womb 
which of a reaching quality, Will in all 
parts diſtend, and give way to the Inſtru- 
ment of Generation, or it it 50 happen in a 
young Woman, Nature will increase the 
paſlage 
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paſlage, and time produce things-fitting to. 
cir mutual SatisfaCtionz but Ict no main 
by violence endeavour 1n attempting Copu=- 
lation to force the Paſlage, lelt he break 
the Vellels, nay indanger the Bladder it 
(cl, which has been broke with ſuch violent. 
I.cruf1on,and fo coſt the Woman her liſe. 

It the neck of the Womb be ulcerated,or 
any Excreſenſcs happen there, which equal- 
ly binder Copulation, then naay they be 
known by the pain and ſhooting upon the 
Icaſt compreſſure, and the iſſuing forth of 
putrid Humours, and ſometimes Blood if 
the Ulcers be great, and the Terms flow, 
the Water hot, pains ariting in the tore 
Fatt of the Head, and oftentimes they ocs. 
caſton gentle Fevers. 

And theſe Obſtrutions of Generation 
happen divers Ways, as from external cau- 
(cs, viz. Raſh. Phvſick, hard Labour, or- 
cxccllive Copulation from internal cauſes, 
a5 the Corruption of the Secundine, the 
Courſes too long retained, or obſtructed 
heat,and overflowing of che Urinal Veſle!s, 
Virulent Gonorrhxas, Pox, Inflamatien. 
turned into Apoſtume, Humours flowing 
from divers parts of the Body, and ſetling. 
there; all which mult be duely conſidered. 

Now ſome are in the ourward part,and 
may be. the caſter come at, and cxternal

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plications as are moſt convenient applied 
theretoz but thoſe that cannot be come ar, 
muſt be cured it poſhible by injeCtion : the 
belr 1nj*Cion in this caſe is as tollows; viz, 
Break four Eggs, and take the Whites 
only, the which beat with an cqual quan- 
tity of Roſe- water, mingled with Planrain= 
water, Litherage of Gold, Campnire, Bole- 
Armonick, Cerufe, of cach a dram, half 
a. dram, of Green Copperas, all which well 
beaten, diſſolyed-., and mixed together, 
ſtrained through a fine Cloath, and wuh a 
Syrringe inject it Morning and Evening till 
the grief ceaſe; and if it ſmart that it can« 
act. be well endured, you may ſometimes 
Winjcft warm Milk to cleanſe the putrified 
MAſfeT. 
Others there are that are not {o violent, 
4nd therefore admit of any caſte Cure, n t 
being fo deep; known by a putrid Greeniſh 
matter that flows from them. 'To cure 
this, take Water wherein Barley has been 
boiled, Honey of Roſes, new Milk and 
Sugar, With the decofion of Lentils, and 
. after them gentle Afﬀtringents muſt be 
applied. Some again are ſordid, having 
much contagious Humour flowing: from 
'them ; to cure Which, ſtronger Medicaments 
muſt be applied : others.there are that cat 
mnto the Fleſh, having-a green c_— 
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flowing from them,to cleanſe which Aloes 
and Wormwood concodted in white Wine 
are moſt requiſite. 

Another ſort of Ulcers there are which 
appear long cating away the skin from off 
the Neck of the Wood, and are diſcerned 
by the Bload and pain the occaſion, imme- 
diatly upon the concreſſion appearing in the 
Neck of the Womb,much like Chilblains, 
occaſioned byill lying,cxcraordinary Vene- 
ry,by violent inflammation or flux of ſharp 
humours: The beſt cureafter a gentle purge, 
1s an aſtringent Glyſter, and afrer that to \ 
anoint them with the Greaſe that fryes 
out of a Ladle often uſed in a Kitchen, 
when it is held to the Fire, mixed with an 
oyntment - called Potnar:m, it che detect: 
be in the Seed through tenderneſs of age 
in the Woman, ſo that her menſtrual : 
Blood not coming down, flow not to it, 
then the beſt remedy is, convenient der, 
moderate exerciſe and temperate Air, to- 
pcther With patience in the main, till nature 
in proceſs of time operates ſo cttectually 
that all chings appear and conſpire comu- 
tual ſatisfaRion.

deſcend and corzraR in the Veſſels of the 
Womb, bur let her be rubbed often to dil- 
p2rle them, that they ſctile not in any one 
place. 

2OMCtimss this eccafion of Darren 
1p- 
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happens through the violehit attration of 
te V Vomb, and then appears figns of af- 
flictions of the Womb, the Fiux not being 
lo great, to cure Which Suftumarions arc 
the moſt proper, and thole may be 
made of Frankinſence, Laudanum, Santa- 
lum, or Maſtick : the Woman upon ſuch 
occation, having preat regard to her elf 
that the take not cold, or procced to 1n- 
temperate Diet. hd 

Many women there are whoſe violent 
luſt contraCts a heat that deſtroys the Secd, 
and renders it incapable of coagulating, 
and mixing With the Blood, which very 
iparingly on such occaſions flows from the 
several parts to the womb: In this case *tis 
requiſite to avoid hot Air, soft lying, hot 
Meats and Spices, and requiſite to bleed m 
the Baſilick Vein, and Purge moderately 
with EleQuary hom 4e Epithijmo, and juice 
of Roſes.each two drams and a half, Whey 
half a pint, mix them together and drink 
them faſting in the morning, and {o contt» 
ue 4 hours after, or for want of the for- 
mer, you may take Triphera Saraſenicia and 
Rhuberb, of each half a dram, pulverized 
and mixed With 2 ounccs of Syrupot Roles, 
Violers,or Endive;but the moſt cxceilent re- 
{torative to cool and modeeate wine Temper 
un this caſe, isa Dictdrink madeas ans 
ctly, 
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eth, viz. Take Piſtacho, Pinglcs, and 
Eringocs, of each halt an ounce, of Saffron 
a Dram, Lignum, Aloes, Gallinga, Ca- 
ryophillata, Mace, red and white Behen, 
atid Baulm flowers, of each 4 Scruples, 
ſhavings of Ivory, Rind of Caſſia, each two 
Scruples,Syrup of Confeted Ginger twelve 
ounces. White Sugar {ix ounces, add to 
theſe 12 ounces of Baulcm water, and (ct 
them over a gentle Fire, permitting them 
to ſeeth, then take it off, ſuffer it to coo), 
and put more water to it, ſtiring the ingre- 
dient, laſtly increaſing them with a Scruple 
and a half of Musk and Amber, then ſtrain 
out the Liquid part and boil it up again in- 
to a Conſerve, of which let the Woman 
eat 3 times a day, but not exceedivg the 
bigneſs of a Walnut at a time. The timcs 
moſt convenient are Mornings, Nbons. and 
Nights, and this Ict ber continue till ſhe 
finds her body in good temper. 

Another occaſion of Barrenneſs procecds 
from the obſtruction of the Courles, in 
which caſe open the Baſilick Vein, and 
take from thence a moderate quantity of 
Blood, after which take Hiera compoſts, 
an.{ Oppopanax, of each half a dram, and a 
dram of Syrup of Gilliflowers, make them 
into © Pills, take them in the Morningand 
{lcep upon them a conſiderable wy 

rin 
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drink off half a pint of Sugercd water, and 
2 hours after, a portion of Syrup of Vine- 
gxr compounded : for want of this take 
Syrup of Eupatory J quarters of an ounce, 
Female- Mugwort, and Elecatnpaine Root, 
of cach an ounce, with Syrup of Vinegar a 
proportionable quantity, mix them toge- 
ther, and take them, when made into an: 
Eledtuary, Morning and Evening, to the 
quant:ty of an Hazel Nut at a time; and if 
the Courſes flow not within a ſhorr time 
after, let a peſlary of Musk, Amber, Wood 
of Aloes, and Aſh-Keys, of each 2 Grains, 
Saffron half a Scruple, Hares Renct an 
ounce, be put into the Womb Tent-wile, 
and continue there for the ſpace of a day, 
and it Will remoye the Obſtruftion, cauſe 
the Courſes to flow, and in ſhort time ren- 
der the Woman capable of Generation. 
And thus, Reader, have I, with much cau- 
tion, performed my promile 1n theſe par- 
ticulars ; and the next thing I ſhall procced 
to, amongſt other matters relating to the 
Myſtery of Generation, are the 1igns of 
Virginity, &e.

Firainity what it is, in what it conſiſts, and how 
vialatcd ; together with the Opinions of the 
Learned in the point of mutation of Sexes in 
the Womb, during the Operation of Nature in 
framing the Body.

Qs many ignorant pcople have boa: 
ſicd their Knowledge as to the firſt 
Particular, and ſome Virgins have un- 
dergone hard Cenſures through the 1gno- 
rant Determinations of ſuch as have taken 
upon them to diſcuſs the matter; I chought 
it altogether neceſſary to clear the Point, 
that ſo for the future the Conceited might 
not be indulged in their vain opinion, not 
by traducing others prejudice the Femaic 
S:x, whole vertnes are frequently ſuch as 
do not only require our admiration, but 
Imitation. Then ſtnce the myſterious word 
Virginity has puzled many to define it, | 
mean the cauſe from whence it ariſes, fc? 
the Word barely in it ſelf Ggnifies the prime 
chict, or beſt of any thing : but as to the 
paint in hand, the main matrer bears the 
followirs Conſtruftion. Ir is obſerved by 


the cu:jous Scarchers into Natures Sccrets, 
that 
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that in young Maids or Fcmates, that in 
the Secret place about the S.mus Pudoris, or 
rathes by {ome vyulgarly called the Neck of 
the Womb, is that pendulous produttion 
by ſome called che Hymen, but more right- 
ly the Clawſtrum Virginale, and 1n French it is 
terme2d the Button de Roſe, or Rolcs Bud, for 
that it much reſembles the Bu:l of a Role, 
expended, or a Clove Gilliflower, from * 
whence it Uerived the Word Defloro, to de- 
flower, or the dcflowring of Virgins, be- 
caule moſt are of opinion that the Virginity 
1s altogether annihilated when this Dupli- 
cation 1s fraftured and diſhpatcd by vio- 
lence, and that when it is found perte& and 
intire no penetration has been made. Allo 
ſome learned Phyſicians are of opinion, that 
there is no othey Hymen or Skin cxpand- 
cd containing Blood in it, Which divers 
Imagine, in the firſt Copuiation,flows from 
the fractured expanle. 

Now this Cla#/trum Virginale, or Flower, 
1s as1t were compoſed or contitting of 4 Ca- 
runcles, or little Buds like Mirtle-berrics, 
Which in Virgins are full and plump,but in 
Women flag and hang loole and theſe are 
placed in the four Angles of the Sinus Pudo= 
ri, joyned or held together by little Mem- 
branes and Ligatures like Fibres, each of 
them ſiruate 1n the Intreſticles or Spaces 
betvieen 
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berwecn each Caruncle, with which ina 
manner they are proport:o.1ably diltcn-eo, 
Which Membranes being once dciaCerated, 
denote devirgination, and many Curious 
Coxcombs prying into this Sccrer the firſt 
night of their Marriage, an tnding their 
Wives defeftive in ihis point, bave oor 
after held them 1n cvil elteen), © cuding 
it happ{1cd thro? the cttc& + Topulation 
with ſome other, who hc been ciiter- 
tained in the Chambers of I-nus. Nay, one 
| knew that upon this vain {ancy tock i:ich 
conccit, that he would rcv-r copulate with 
his Wite: when to und©cUtye {uch Idiots, 
it is affirmed by the Lear ied, that (ich fra» 
ture may happen divers ways by accident 
as well as Copulation % ith man, vis. by 
extraordinary ſtraining. violent coughing, 
immoderate ineezing, {toppinp of Urine, 
and violent motion oft ©: Veſſeis 1ctorctbly 
ſending down the hun: +urs, which preſirg 
for paſſage, break the Ligatui*s or Mem- 
brane, 1o that the inti 2neſs or {ra&-ire of 
this thing, commonly t:iken for the Virgh 
nity or Maiden-head, is : o abſojute Sign of 
diſhoneſty : tho? certain ;* ie, that in Coe 
pulation "tis more freque:.tly broke than 

otherwiſe. : 
Once at an Afſize held for the County of 
Eutland, a young Man was put upon 308 
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of life and death, which Tryal was foun: 
ded upon an indictment, for forcing a Vir- 
gin, when after divers queſtions asked, and 
the Maid {wearing polttvely tothe matter, 
nami:g the rime, place, and manner of the 
ACQtion, it Was upon mature Deliberation 
relolved, thar ſhe [liould be ſearched by a 
skilftul Chirurgeon and two Midwives, 
who were to make thei: report upon their 
Oaths, which 2{icr due Examination they 


accordingly did affirm, that the Mem- p:. 


brancs were intire and unfraftured, ane 
that it was their Opinion, for that reaſon, 
that her Body had not been penetrated, 
which ſo far wrought with the Jury, that 
the Priſoner was acquitted, and the Maid 
afterward contefſed ſhe {wore againſt him 
our of revenge, becauſe he had promiſed 
to marty her, and then declined it. And 
thus much concerning Virginity : and now 
| ſhall proceed to the ſecond particular, 
Which 1s, Read:r, to ſhew you the Opini- 
ons of divers learned men to relation to 
Natures operation in changing Scxes in 
the Womb. - 

This Point is of much neccflity, by reas 
lon of the different Opinions of Men re- 
lating to ic. Therefore before any thing 
poſitive can be aſfſerred, it wil) be alroge- þ 
ther conyenicat to recite What has been < f 

liyered, 
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Iivercd, as well in the negative asthe afhir- 
mative. And firſt of the firſt Severiis Pli- 

; news, Who argues tor the negatives Writes 

thus. The Genital parts (faith he ) of both 

Sex, are {o unlike cach other, in Subſtance, 

Compoſition, Scituation, Figure, Action 

and Ulc.cthar nothing is more uncqual, and 

by how much more all other parts of rhe 
bodv, (the Breſts excepred, Which in Woe 
men {well more, bec4ule of their {ccondary 
uſc)have an exaCt reſemblance ſo much the 
more,in reſemblance are the Genital parts 
of one Scx, compared with the other una- 
like, and it their Fipure be thus difterent, 
much more is their uſe,for Women contri- 
bute the matter,but Men the form in caſe 
of Generation. The Venerial Appetite a!fo 
procceds from dificrent caules, tor in Men 
it proceeds from a deſire of Emifſhon, and 
in Women froma dclire of Completion,in 

Wemen aiſo the chicteſt of thoſe parts arc 

concave and apt to receive, but in Men 

they are only porous, and in a Woman 

Solid. 

Theſe things conſidered, I cannot but 
wonder (added he how any one can ima- 
g1nc that the Genital Mcmber of Female 
Births ſhould he changed into thoſe that be- 
long to Males) finceby thoſe parts only the 
difference and diſtin&tion of Sexes is made, 
nor 
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nor can I well impute the rcaton of this 
yulgar Error coany thing bur the miſtake 
of unexpzrt Midwives,who have been dc- 
ceived by the evil conformation of the 
parts Which io ſome Male Births may have 
happened to have had ſome ſmall protru- 
ſton, nor to have been diſcerned as appcare= 
ed by the example of a Child Chriſtned ar 
Paris, by the Name of Joan, as it it bad 
been a Girl, when as afterwards it, proved 
a Boy,and on the contrary the over-tar cx- 
tenftou of the Clytoris in Female Births, 
may have occaſtoned the like miſtakes. 
Thus far Plinews proceeds in the negative, 
yet notwithſtanding his negation there are 
not wanting divers learned Phyſicians that 
have aſlerted the affirmarive,ot which num« 
ber Galen is one, a Man (laith he) is differ» 
ent from a Woman in nothing clſc but ha- 
vinghisGenital members without his body: 
and this is certain, that if Nature having 
formed a Man, would convert him into a 
Woman;ſhe hath no other task toperform, 
but to turn his Genital member inward,& a 
Woman into a Man by doing tic contra» 
ry.But this is to be underſtood of the Child 
when it is in the Womb, and not pertcCt- 
ly formed, for divers times Nature hath 
made a Female Child,and it has fo remain- 


ed in the Bcllv of the Mother for a month 
OC 
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er two, and afterward plenty of heat ins 
creaſing in the Genital Members, "upon 
ſorne occaſion they have iſſued forth, and 
the Child has become a Male, yet retain. 
ing ſome certain Geſtures, unb?htring the 
Maſculine Scx, as Female ACtions, a ſhrill 
Voice, and more feeble than ordinary.con- 
trariwiſe, Nature often having made a 
Male, and cold Humours flowing to it, 
the Genitals have bzen inverted, yer ſtill 
retaining a Man like faſhion,both in Voice 
and "5 Jai 

Now theſe opinions conſidered, I am 
rather inclinable to belieye the latter as a 
thing altogether probable, for there is not 
that vaſt difference b2tween the Members 
of the twoScxes, as Plinew would have us 
believe there is, for the Woman has in a 
manner the ſame Members with the Man, 
though they appear not outward]y,but are 
inverted for the conveniency of Genera- 
tion, the main difference being that one is 
more lolid than the other, and that the 
chick reaſon of changing Sexes is, and muſt 
be attributed to heat or cold ſuddainly or 
flowly contratted, which operates accord- 
| ing to its greater or leſſer force. And thus 
vF much for thele two particulars, leaving 
| which I ſhall proceed to lay down ſeaſona- 


ble and necetlary inſtruftions or direfions 
for 
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for Midwiyes, &c, opening in that dil- 
courſe a Cabinet of many rare Secrcts nor 
vulgarly known, and indeed only titing to 
be known to ſuch as may obſerve and put 
them in prattice for the publick good, and 
in no Wiſe convert them to obſcenity. 


CHAP. XL 


A Midwife, how ſhe ought to be qualified. 


Hole that undertake this great task, 
i ought by no means to cnter upon 
it raſhly or unadyiſcdly, but with 
all imaginable caution, well weighing and 
precon{1dering that ſhe is accountable for 
ail the miſchief that befalls thro' her wilt 
tul ignorance or negle; therefore let not 
unskilftul Women take upon them this 
Office, barely upon pretence of their Ma- 
turity of Years and Child-bearing, for in 
ſuch for the moſt part there are diyers 
things wanting that ought to be obſerved 
which is the occaſion ſo many Women and 
Children are loſt: now as for a Midwife,in 
relation to her Perſon theſe things ought 
.to be obſerycd, viz. She mult not be too 
E 2 old 
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old nor too young neither extraordinary 
far, nor weakned by Jleanneſs, bur in a 

ood habit of Body, not (ubje#t to Diſcaſes, 
*ear, nor ſudden Frights 5 her Body well 
ſhaped, and neat in her attire, her Hand 
ſmooth and ſmall, her Nails ever | com 
ſhort, not ſuffering any Rings to b& upon 
her Fingers during the time ſhe 1s doing 
her Office, nor any thing upon her Wriſts 
that may obſtruft: and to theſe ought to 
be added Aftivity & a convenient Strehgth, 
with much caution and diligence : not ſub- 
3A to Drowzineſs nor Impatience. - 

As for her Manners, ſhe ought ro be 
courteous, affable, ſober, chaſt, and nor 
ſubje& to Paſſion ; bountiful and compaſh- 

W onatc to the Poor, and not coyctous when 
F ſhe attends upon the Rich. | 

Her Temper chearful and pleaſant, tha 
ſhe may the better comfort her Patients in 
their Aflitions : nor muſt ſhe art any time 
make over-much haſt, tho' her buſineſs be 
urgeht in another place, leſt by indanger- 
ing the Mother or the Child ſhe diſgrace 
her Self, and forfeit Heavens Bleſſing upon 
her Endcavours for the future. 

Of Spirit ſhe ought to be prudent, wary 
and cunning, but above all, to have the 
fear of God before her Eyes, and to imploy 
the Talcnt he has lent her to his Glory. 

CHAP, 
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CHAP. XII. 


Things worthy to be obſerved by Midwives, tend- 
ing to their Advancement, and what they 
ought to avoid, &C. 


E T her that undertakes this Office, 
attended With many circumſtances 
of danger and diſgrace, take good heed to 
what I ſhall relate. In the firſt place, let” 
her be diligent to leave nothing unſcarched 
which may be advantagious to her praftice," 
neycr imagining her ſelf ſo perfe& bur ſhe... 
tmay add to her Knowledge by (iſy and: - 
expcricnce; yet never let her apply any 
remedies in that caſe, unleſs ſhe has tryed. 
them, or known them tryed with Succeſs, 
or at leaſt is conſcious of their force, that 
they will do no harm, doing nothing in 
that nature, to praCtice upon poor or rich, 
but ſpeaking freely of what ſhe knows, and 
giving reaſon for the farther Confirmation: 
thereof,by no means daring to give direCti- 
ons for ſuch Medicines as will cauſe Abor- 
tion, to pleaſure thoſe that have unlawful- 
ly conceived, Which to do, is a high degree 
of Wickedneſs, and way be ranked with 
Marther : but if any-come to her With ſpe- 
=3 cious

cious pretences, let her ſend them to able 
Phyſicians, and neither for fair words nor 
Jucre be won to hearken to them. It ſhe he 
ſent for, let het know ro whom ſhe goes, 
and be careful therein, leſt by laying any 
one that has an infe@ious Diſecale, as the 
Pox, &, ſhe get it, and io ſpoil other Wo. 
men, as a Midwife once did, who Jaying 
a,gtrumpct, that had an inveterate Pox, 
Whici occaſtoning a Bubo upon her right 
hand, and fhe nor leaving off her Calling, 
ipoilcd divers Women, nor the Women 
only, but the Men allo, ro whom it was 
Communicared by their Wiyes,which made 
them think Þard of each-other , and for a 
” long time could not imagine how ut hap» 
pened ; but at laſt it was diſcoyercd by a3 
2b le Phyſician,and the Midwife for ever aſter 
barr' her Practice, and not fo only, bu 
followed wira Curſcs even to her Graye. 
She muſt likewiſe obſerve, that ſhe enter 
tains no preat belly'd Wemen at Bed and 
Eoard in her Houle, Icſt thereby ſhe bring 
a Scancal upon her Self, and fo loſe her 
PraS&ice. It rhe Birth at any time be hard 
and dificuir, ſhe muſt not be dilmayed, but 
chear up the Woman; and try her utmoſt 
Skill ro make the Labour ealic, DireCtions 
for which ſhall hercatcer be incerted; nor 


muſt ſhe cyer think of any thing but wing 
we 
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well, and uſing her utmoſt skill,cauſing all 
neceſlary things that are proper for the 
work, conſolation of the Woman, and re, 
ception of the Child to be in a readyneſs ; 
and above all let her uſe her diligence, ei- 
ther by perſwaſton or otherwiſe, to keep 
the Woman from bcing unruly in her 
pangs, leaft chereby ſhe deſtroy both her 
{elf anq her Child, and not in anywile to 
proceed too haſty in her buſineſs, but wait 
Gods leaſure in all things,and by no means 
let her ſuffer her wirs to ſcatter, by diſma 
or doubt, it things go not well, for fear 1 
diſorders the ſenſes, and a Perſon thar 
keeps her Wits together, is capable of give- 
ing aſhſtance in weighty affairs, for when 
we are moſt at a plunge,then there is moſt 
need of prudence to ſet things right.. And 
ſeeing ſhe can never be an expert Midwife 
that has ro further knowledge than of the 
external parts, I ſhall not think it amiſs 
briefly with modeſty, to proceed in del- 
cribing the generative part of Woman; as 
they bave been Anatomized, by the learn- 
ed of the preſent and paſt Ages, and flew 
the uſe of ſuch Veſlcels, &c. as are contri= 
buting to Generation. 
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CHAP. XII 


Of the Genita!s of TVomen, External and Inter: 
nal ty the Veſſels of the Womb.

\ T As it not for the benefit of PraQti- 
tioners and Profeſſors of the Art 
of Midwifry,l ſhould above all things ſpare 
to I reat of rheſe particulars becauſe they 
may be turned by ſome Laſcivious and 
Jude Perſon into ridicule, but they bein 
abſolutely neceflary to be known. I wil 
hope the beſt, and proceed in order. 
At the Bellies Inferior parts is the Pmbis 
# where when Virgins come to marturitie ; 
Nature has ordained a covering of Hair to 
hide as it were the Secret parts,and ſhroud 
'em from any 11] conveniency, wherrdef- 
cending dowaward there appears two clo- 
ſures of Flcſh as it were Lips, which arc 
the Portals of the Pallace of Generation, 
giving enterance into the more Secret and 
Abſtruſc parts, and between theſe being 
the Exterior Orifice, it is properly called 
the privy Member compoſed of protuber- 
ances, and are accounted two ſoft oblong 
bodies, compoſed of Skin and a ſpongy 
kind of Fleſh. 
The 
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The next things that offer-are the Nime 
phe and Clytortsz the former of which 
are of a Membrany and Flimy Subſtance, 
ſpongy, ſoft, ard partly Fleſhy, being of a 
bloody colour, in the ſhape » Wings, two - 
in number, though from their. rife they are 
joyned in- an acute Angle, producing there 
a fleſhly Subſtance which cloaths the Cly- 
_ toris,” and many- times they® ſpread fo far, .

is erected and extended, Which over Ex= 
tenſion occaſioned the great pain in Child- 
Birth. 

The Hymen or Clauſtrum Virginale, is 
that which cloſes the Neck of the Womb, 
being as | have before cited in the Chapter 
rclating to Virginity, broken in the firſt 
copulation, its uſe being rather to [tay the 
untimely Courſes in Virgins than to any 
other end, and commonly when it is broke 
in copulation or by any other accident, a 
ſmall quantity of Blood flows, With ſome . 
{mall pain pafling. Hence it is obſerved that 
berween the duplicitiy of the two Tunicles 
which conſtitute the Neck of the Womb, 
there are many veins and arteries running . 
along,and ariſing from theVeſlels,deſcend- 
ing on both ſides the Thighs,and paſling in- 
tothe Neck of the Womb, being extream- 
ly large,and the reaſon of their largements . 
is for that the Neck of the Bladder requires _ 
to be filled with abundance of Spirit, there- 
by to be extended and dilated for its ber-. 
tcr taking hold of the Yard,great heat be- 
ing required in ſuch motions, which be-

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of moiſture ja ſupplying, which harge Veſ. 
fels are altogether neceſſary. | 

Another cause of the longneſs of these 
Veſlels there is, viz. By reaſon the month- 
ly Conrses have their way through them 
which oftzn occaſions Women with Child 
to continne their purgations, for although 
the Womb is ſhut up, yet the paſſage in 
the Neck of the womb through which 
theſe Veſlels pals, are open: In this cauſe 
there is further to be obſeryed.that as ſoon 
as ycu penetrate the Female Siſture or pu- 
denaum, there appear two little pirs or 
holes, wherein 1s contained a contraCt hu- 
mour,which by being expngned in time of 
Copulation, greatly delights-rhe Woman.

the reaſon they have likewiſe broader But- 
rocks then men,) ts the womb joynedto irs 
Neck, and 1s placed between the Bladder 
and the ſtreight Gut, which keep it trom 
{way ing or rowling, yet give it liberty to 
ſtretch and celate it ſelf, and again to con» 
tract 2s nature in that cauſe diſpoles it : Its 
figure 1s in a manner round,and not unlike 
a Gourd, leſſening a little, and growing 
more acute roward one end the bottom, - 
eing knit together by its proper Liga- 
ments,i's Neck likewite is joyn'd by itsowr 
{ubſtance;8& certain membranes that faſten 
it to Os Sacrum, and the Share-bone. Ag 
ro its Jargenels that much differs in women, 
eſpecially the difference is great berween 
fuch as have born Children,and thoſe that 
\have born none : In ſubſtance it is fo thick 
chat it exceeds a T humbs breadth, which 
afrer Conception is ſo far from decreafi ing 
that it augments to a greater proportion, 
and the more to ſtrengthen and confirm it, 
It is interwoven With Fibres averthwart 
ſtrait, and winding, and its proper Veſ- 
ſels are Veins, Arteries and Nerves, and 
amongſt theſe are rwo little Veins, which 
paſs from the Spermatick Veſlels to the 
bctrtomof the Womb,and two Jarger from 
the Hypogaltricks, which viſit both th : 
bottom and the Neck, the mouth of thete

veins piercing as far as the 1nward conca- 
vity,in which place the extremities of them 
are called Acetahbula, Which when the 
Courles ow, open theniſelves, and eyacu- 
ate the «flux ot Blood, and therefore they 
are the more conſpicuous in Women with 
Child, that part called the Liver of the 
Womb,being joyned to them) the better to 
'extract Blood tor the Childs nouriſhment, 
at which time their yeirs do ſo [well eſpe- 
cially near their time of delivery,that they 
equal in bigneſs the Emulgent veins,or ap- 
pear half as thick as the hollow Veins. 

The Womb hath alſo two Arteries on 

th ſides, the ſpermatick Vellels and the 

ypogaſticks, which fill attend or ac- 
- company the Vcins,and beſides thele there 
are divers little Neryes knit and intwin- 
ed in the form of a Net, which extend 
throughout, even from the bottom to the 
Privities themſelyes, being chiefly placed 
for (enſe and pleaſure,moving in Sympathy 
bc tween the Head and the Womb. 

Now it isto be further noted, that, by 
reaſon of two Ligaments that bang on c1- 
ther fide the Womb, from the ſhare-bone 
and piercing through the Peritoneum, and 
are joyned to the bone ir ſelf, that the 
Womb is movable upon ſundry occaſions, 
often falling low or rifing high; as for my 

ACCK- 
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Neck of the Womb it is of an exquiſic feel- 
ing, {a thac 1t 1t be any time out of order. 
by being troubled with-a (chirous brawn, 
over-fatne(s, moiſture, or relaxation, the 
Womb is ſubjeQted thereby to Barrenneſs : 
Jn thoſe that are with Child there frequent- 
ly {tayes a moſt glntenous matter in the 
enterance to facihtatc the Birth; for at the 
time of delivery the mouth of the Womb. 
is opened, in a (trange manner, ro ſuch a 
widerels as 1s conformable to the bigneſs 
of the Child, ſuftering an equal dilatation 
from the bottom tothe top. 

As: for the preparatory of Spermatick 
Veltels in V Vomen,they conſult of 2 veins, 
and 2 arteries, not differing trom thoſe in 
a Man, but only in their largeneſs & man- 
ner of 1nſercton ; for, as for their number, 
there:arc ſo many Veins and the like pro» 
portion of Arterics as 1n men, the right 
vein ifluing from the trunk of the hollow 
vein delcending, & the lefr from the Emul- 
gent vein, and on the fide of them are tw.) 
Arteries which grows from the Aorta, an1 
bring vital Blood for the accompliſhment 
of the work of Generation. 

As tothe Longitude and Laticude of the: 
Veſlels, they are narrow, and ſhorter in 
women than in men; only obſcrve whe e 


they are Wrinkled or crumpled, they a e 
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' more wreathed and contorted than in men, 
as ſhrinking together by reaſon of their 
ſhoreneſs, they may by their loaſneſs be 
the better ſtretched out, When occaſion re- 
quires it, and that by their drawing up as 
iz werethe Blood might ſtzy there 1n great= 
er quantity for the preparation of the Seed. 
And theſe Veſlels in Women are cartied 
with an oblique Courſe through the lefler 
Guts to the Teſticles or Stones, bur arc in 
the mid-way divided into two Branches, 
| the greater going to the Stones, con(titu- 
ting the various or Winding Body, and 
*& Wonderful Inoculation z the lefler Branch 
nding in the Womb, in the {ide of which 
Pic diſperſech it (elf, and chiefly at the higher 
par: of the bottom of the Womb, for the 
; nouriſhment thereof, as alſo of the Child, 
and that 'part of. the Courſes may-purge 
| through theſe Veſlcls: and feeing the Stones 
m Women are (cated near the Womb, for 
that.cauſe theſe Veſlels fall not from the 
Peritoneum, neither make they ſuch Paſſa- 
ges-as im Men, nor extend themſelyes to 
, the Share-bone. 

The Stones in Women, commonly cal 
led. the Teſticles, al:cho' they perform the 
fame ACtion as mens, it rightly conſ{tdered, 
yer arc they different in their ſituation, 
magnitude, temperament, ſubſtance, ger 

and | 
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and covering. As for their (cat it is in the 
hollowneſs of the Abdomen, ncither arc 
they Externally pendulous, bur reſt upon 
the Muſcles of the Loyns, that ſothey may 
by contraCting the greater heat be more 
'Fruitful } their Office being to contra&t 
and elaborate that matter, which in con- 
junAion with Mans Seed ingenders Man, 
yer they differ from thoſe of Men in figure, 
by reaſon of their lefineſs and flatneſs, ar 
either end not being ſo round nor Oval. 
The external Superficies being likewiſe 
more unequal, appearing like. the compo- 
ſrion of a great many knots and kernels 
mixed together, there is alſo another dif- 
ference in their ſubſtance,they being muctx 
| more fofr and plyablc, looſe, and nor- ſo 
well compacted. 

Their magoicude and temperament be- 
ing alſo different, for they are much colder 
and lefſer than thoſe in Men, by reaſon of 
which a thinner and feebler Seed is contra- 
Qed by one Sex then by the other; as for 
their covering or incloſure, it likewiſe dif- 
fers extream]y, for as Mens are wraped or 
covered in divers Tunicles,by- reaſon they 
are externally Pendulous,and ſubjetto di> 
vers injuries, unleſs ſo fenced by nature, fo 
Womens Stones being internal and leſs ſub». 
ject to casualty,are coyered With one yo 
nicle - 
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nicle or Membrane, the Which though it 
cloſely adhere to them, yet are they like- 
wile half covercd with the Peritoneum. 

The different or Ejaculatory Veſlels,arc 
two obſcure paſſages one on either fide, 
nothing differing from theSpermatick veins 
in ſubſtance; riſe they do on one patt from 
the bottom of the Womb, not reaching 
from their other extremity, either to the 
Stones, or any other part, but ſhut upand 
unpaſſable,adhearing to the Womb,as the 
Colon does to the blind Gut, and winding 
half way about ; the Stonesare every Way 
remote to them, yet though they touch 
them not, they are tyed to them by cer- 
tain Membranes, reſembling the Wings of 
"2 Battor Flytter-mouſe, through which 
certain Veins and Arteries patſing from the- 
Stones end, in theſe beginning, or may be | 
termed here to have their paſlages, pro- | 
ceeding from the corners of the Womb ro | 
the Stones, and are accounted the proper 
Ligaments by which the Stones and the 
Womb are united, and ſtrongly knit ro» 
gether, and theſe Ligaments in Women, 
are the Cremeſters in Men : Of which I 
ſhall (peak more largely, when I come to 
de.cribe the Maſculine parts conducing to 
Generation.

-"Þ parts, and alſoroobſiruQ the unyoluntary 
- f paſſage of the Urine. 
| The Adtionofche Clytoris is like that of 
| Þ the Yard, viz. Eretion, where ErcQion is 
' © far motion and attraQtion of the Sced. 
The aQion and the uſe of the Neck of 
the Womb is equal with that of the Yard, 
BY 2iz. Ereftion, occaſioned divers ways. 
EB Firſt, in caſe of Copulation it is erefted 
and made ſtraicfor the paſlage of the Yard 
tothe Womb. Secondly, whilſt che Paſ- 
ſage is repleated with Spirit and vital 
Blood, it becomes more {trait for embra» 


cing 
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cing the Yard : as for the conveniency of 
EreQion it is twofold. Firſt, for as much 
as if che neck of the Womb was not ereCt- 
j ed, the Yard could have no convenient 
{ Paſſage tothe Womb. Secondly, the Aﬀei. 
" cation Which occaſions the Secd to iſſue 
forth, could be no other ways: nay, to 
this we may add, that it hinders atty hurt 
or damage that might enſue through the 
violem Concuffion of the Yard during the 
time of Copulacion. 

As for the Veſſels that paſs through the 
neck of the Womb, their Office is to re- 
L pleat it with Blood and Spirit, that-ſtill as: 
the moiſture conſumes by the heat contra- 
Wacd there in Copulation, 't may by thoſe 
Veſſels be renewed, and the menſtruous 
Blood at unſeaſonable times, for its Eflux F 
be kept back : nor are theſe all cheir Off 
ces, for they contribute Nutriment towards 
the Child when in the Womb. 

The Womb it ſelf has-many properties 
attributed to it, as, Firſt Attraftion of the 
Seed by Familiar Sympathy. 

SecordIy, It retains ir, which is proper- 
ly called Conception 

Thirdly, It cheriſhes and changes the 
See-1. continuing ſo to do trill it by the help 
of Nature frames the Child, and brings It 
to perſeCtion, and then it ſtrongly- operates 
"ey 
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in (ending forth the Birth when the time 
of its remainiu;g there is expired, dilating 
and ſpreading it ſelf in a wonderlu! man- 
ner ; and indecd is the Fi-!4 ot Mais Gene- 
ration, being deftgned tor no otnct purpole, 
| and ſo aptly removed trom the Sect les, that 
| nothing of Injury can procee.! [rm thence 
retaining in it ſelf a power and, ſtrength ro 
operate and caſt forth rhe Birth, unleſs 
by accident or the like it be rendered de- 
ficient. When to ſtrengthen and inable 
. Þ it, beſides the helps of Nature, _— Re- 
medies are to be applied by skilful hands 
Dirc&ion. For which ſhall be hereafter 
mentioned. 

The Utility of the preparing Veſlels are 
taken from their Original, and from the in- 
certion of the right vein, proceeding from 
the hallow, and the left from the emul- 

ent vein as in men, that hot and pure 

lood may more abundantly flow : from 
the right vein for the Procreation of Males, 
and that ſerous and watery Blood may pto- 
ceed from the emulgent vein for the proe 
creation of Females. 

The Veſlels in this kind are much ſhorter 
in Women than in Men, by reaſon of their 
nearneſs to the Stones, Which defeCt is yer 
lengthened and. made good, by the man

Veſlels are ſubjeCt, for in the middle way 
they derive themſelves into two branches, 
though different in magnitude, for one be» 
ing greater than the other paſles to the 
Stones conveying matter for compoſition 
of Secd, and the lef{cr ro the Womb, ſcat- 
tering there ſuch Nutriment as It extracts 
from other parts of che Body; as for the 
Arteries, they afford the Blood which is 
more tu]l of Spirit to perfect the Seed. 
The Stones in Women are greatly uſc- 
ful; for where they are defective Genera- 
tion is at an end, by reaſon they operate 
in preparing the Sced,as thoſe in Men, and 
by reaſon the Woman 1s colder than the 
Man, therefore are they ſeated within, 
that they ſhould have the more heat to 


* cheriſhthem ; and for that caule are they 


covered only with one Tunicle, that the 
heart may have the eaſter accels, though by 
reaſon of their ſoftneſs they cannot perfet 
ſo ſubſtantial a Seed as thoſe of Men, as 
being cheriſhed with leſs heat, that the re- 
mainder might ſupply the inferiour parts., 

Their figure is not exaftly round but de- 
preſſed, that the ſmall meanders of the yeins 
diſperſed, through the Memhers, from the 
Stones to the different Veſſels, might have 
more room to be inſerted for the attraCti- 
on of the Sced, by the Subſtance of the 
| SLOncs, 
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Stones, the inequality contributing to the 
longer ſtay of the Seed in thoſe meandring 
Veſſels, nor is rugedneſs or uneyenncſ; of 
them leſs conducing thereto, 


) CHAP. XVI. 


Of Conception, and the infallible Signs thereof x 
as alſo whether it be a Male or Female, 
that is conceived, or beth at once, commonly 
called Twins. 


: Þ HE next thing convenient to be ob- 
(ecryved in this Treatiſe, and as it 
falls in coutſe , is Conception and its 
Symproms, very material and worthy of 
note,riot only by Midwives, but all young 
Women. Now the ſigns of Conception 3 
or 4 days after conycnientand ſatisfactory 
Copulation, are 
, Pains in the Head, Virtigo and dimneſs 
- | of the Eyes, the Aples of the Eyes decreaſe, 
s | the Eyes themſelves ſwell, and become of a 
e | dull or dark colour,their veins waxing red 
and ſhut with Blood : Again, if the Eyes 
link, the Eybrows grow looſe, various co- 
lours appear in the Eyes, and _ red 
Ins 
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Pimples ſuddainly ariſe in the Face, and 
almoſt as ſuddainly diſappear. Third- 
ly. if the Veins berween the Eyes and 
Noſle are cxrcuded with Blood, the Veins 
under the Tongue look greeniſh, the Neck 
Auſherh with heat , the Back bone cold, 
the Veins and Arteries ſwell,and the Pulſes 
are oblerved more eaſily. Fourthly, If 
the Veins in the Breaſts appear blackiſh, 
and afterwards turn yellow.,the I cats look 
fircy, and upon drinking cold drink, the 
Woman feels it as it were in her Breaſts, 
Fifthly, if ſhe on a ſuddain fall to loath- 
ing her Meatand Drink, coveting things, 
unrcalonable and not fit for Suſtenance : 
be troubled with Pukeins, weakneſs of Sto- 


mach, ſore declining, and there be Jittle 
PF Worms found about her Navel. Sixthly, 
'” If the lower part of the Belly (well, and 
4 Weakneſs be contrated in her LOG With 


inward Gripingsand retention of the courſe 
7 days after copulation : After which a; 
there is a Cold and Irembling feizes on 
the Members External,by reaſon the force 
of the Womb violently attraQts the heat,&: 
dries up the moiſture. Seventhly,lIr is a cer- 
tain {1gn of Conception,if the Midwife put» 
1ng up her finger, find the interior neck of 
the Womb exaQly cloſed. It the Womb 
wax round and {wel}, the Courſes ſtay,the

Thighs ſwell with ſome pain, the whole 
Body grows weak, the Face at times be- 
comes Pale, the Urine white with a little 
cloud after ſome ſtanding at the top of ir, 
if many Attoms appear in it. Eighrthly, it 
Urine be put up in a Glaſs three days, and 
the Woman have conccived, certain live 
things will appear to ſtir in ic: if a bright 
Necdle be pur in a whole night, and the 
have concerved, divers little red Spccks 
will be thereon, bur it not ic will beblack- 
iſh or ruſty : nor are theſe Imaginations, 
but the approved Aﬀertions of the Learned 
in Phyſick, and Skilful in Midwifry, who 
have made it their ſtudy to ſcarch 1nto the 
depth of Natures Secrets: And next comes 
a nicer Point to be treated of, nut without 
the Patronage of ſuch, whoie Wifdom 
and indefatigable Labours have rendered 
them famous to Poſteriry. The which 
lake as followeth. 

After Conc: ption,and the Child be come 
to ſome perf{cCtion, fo that the Sex may be 
diſtinguiſhed, if it happen to be a Male 
Child, then the right Eye of the Woman 
Will, to appearance, move {wifecr, and 
lparkle more than the left : the right Pap 
will riſe, ſwell, and be more hard than the 
left, and the Teats colour will change 
more ſuddenly, and the increaſe of the 

DEP F Milk 
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Milk will be ſpeedy, and if it be milked 
out and {er in the Sun, 1t will look like 
Pear], contrafting it ſelf into a more folid 
matter than ordinary ; or it upon the milk- 
ing it out, you calt it upon the Womans 
Urin, it will fink to the bottom. Her right 
Cheek will often glow, and be more ruJdy 
than the lefr, and indeed the whole colour 
of her Face more lively than at other times, 
ſhe feels leſs Sadnels than if ſhe conceiyed 
a Female. And when firſt the Child ſtirs,it 
is more brisk and ſtrong in its motion than 
the other, having commonly its firſt mo- 
tion on the right 1{1de on the ſ1xtieth day if 
her Courl&s flow the forticth day after 
Conception, it her Belly be more accute 
towards the Navel, and as ſhe goes ſhe 
puts her right Leg foremoſt, and riſing ob- 
{crye to eale her {elf on the right ſ1de more 
than on the Ictr. 

Now in caſe a Female be conceived, the 
tokens are averſe to theſe for the moſt part, 
the firſt motion rarely happening beforc 
the 19th day after Conception, and thenit 
is made on the left fide. Females are car: 
ried with more pains than Males, thro? de- 
fet of heat in the Womb to attra& the 
1 ſubſtance, alſo the Thighs and Genital 
Members of the Woman {well more than 
ordivaty , her Colour departs, and het 
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Longings are Extrcam, and her Courſes 
flow the Thirtieth day atter Conceprion. 

It Twins are conceived, Which many 
times happens through the [trange dilgoli- 
tion of the Womb,and exceeding quantity 
of Secd, the ſign thereot will not appear 
till the third or tourth month afcer concep=» 
tion, and then the hrſt appearance will be 
| by the motion of the Infants both ways, 
| that is, on cither ſide of the Womb ar 
'F once, for they receive their Souls at one 
ES and the ſame time ; allo if her two Flanks 

(well higher than the middle of the Belly; 
N it there does appear a line, or as it were a 
| divitton from the Nayel to the Groyn,ma- 
| king a kind of a Channel,or if the Woman 
| with more than ordinary pain {upporr her 
"| burthen. And thus much may ſuffice for 
© theſe, from whence I ſhall proceed to give 
the Reader an inſight into falſe Concep- 
tions, that frequently deceive Women, 
eſpecially ſuch as are oyer delirous of 
Children. 
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CHAP. XVII, 
Of falſe Cons:ptions, and bow to know them, 


Fs alrcady treared of true Con: 
4. ccptions, the next thing note worthy 
is, What relatcs to falle Conceptions, and 
in this cale Women are ſometimes delu- 
ded , thinking themſelves with Child, 
when their Belly only {well with the re- 
tention of their uſual Courſes that fall not 
according to their uſual times, or elſe by a 
lump of indigeſted Fleſh, tor the moſt part 
like the Gizard of a Fowl, greater or leſſer, 
according to the time of irs continuance 
there, which is frequently four months, 
and is called a Moon Calt. 

At other times they are deceived by 
Moles, which arc twofold, viz. The true 
and a falſe, the tormer of which is a fleſhly 
body, filled with many Veſſels, ſtreaked 
with white, green , or black Lines, not 
deficent of Membranes, but incompaſled 
with divers, yet Without growth, motion, 
Bones, Bow-1ls, or any Internals, receiving 
us nouriſhment through certain veins, not- 
withſtanding it lives, as we may fay the 
lite of a Plant, without any figure or order 

ingen- 
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ingendered Original in the concavity of 
the Matrix adhearing to its fide, but nor 
participating of its ſubſtance. 

The latter of thelc, viz. the falſe Mole 
may be diyided into four diſtinftions, as 
following. Firſt the windy Mole, being a 
contraCtion or conflux of wind. rene” 9 
the watery Mole being a gathering of Wa- 
ter. Thirdly,the HumourousMole,or con- 
flux of divers hnmours; and Fouthly the 
Mcmbranous Mok, being many Mem- 
branes in the form of a Bag filled with 
Blood, and of theſe in their order. 

The Mole is contraſted in the Womb, 
when a Woman has copulation, during 
her monthly Purgations, or otherways 
unſeaſonably, or elſe when ſhe lies with 
great deſire and Juſt wich her Husband, 
when ſhe has already conceived, or by re- 
taining her Courſes beyond the time Na- 
ture allows for their expurgation. 

The windy Mole is occaſioned through 
defeft of heat in the Womb and parts ad- 
jacent, as the Liver and Spleen, which in- 
gender a polite or windy vapour, Which 
fills the membranous parts, and puffs up 
the concavity of the Matrix. 

The watry Mole is ingendred-of divers 
apt confluences of thin matter or watry 
Efluxes, which paſſing through the Veſlels, 
oi 4 cyas- 
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evacuates into the Womb, having its Ori- 
einal from the Spleen, Liver, or parts ad- 
joyning, and above all from the Liver, 
when 'tis col, weak, and not able to con» ' 
coct all che Nutriment into Blood, fo that 
thc remainder turning into Watey humour 
jalisinto the Womb, and cannot be eaſily 
voided thence. 

The Humorous Mole is ingendered by 
mo! attracted humoutrs, as the Whites 
or certain watery Purgations,Which diſti]l 
irom the Menſtruous Veins,and gathering 
into a g'\utenous ſubſtance,ſtay in the con- 
cavity of rhe womb. 

The Membranous Mole is no other then 
a contraction of Blood Within a Skin or 
Membrane,to which is faſtned many white 
and tran'parent Veſlels filled with Blood, 
the which coming forth,and being thrown 
into Water, the Blood goes out, and the 
Membrane rumbles together,fhrinking orr 
a heap like coapulated Seed. 

Now molt or all of thele falſe conceptions 
have many ſtgrs or ſymptoms, coherent 
with the true, as the depravity of Appc- 
tite, puking, ({welling, ſuppreſſion of the 
Courtes, {welling of the Breaſts and:Belly, * 
lo that many are at a plunge todiſtinguſh 
them; for indeed it 1s molt eafily to be , 
done, though in theſe following gy E 

there 
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there 15 diſtinQion, viz. In caſe of a falſe 
Conception the Breaſt (well,and fall again 
not containing any Milk, the Face is tre- 
- quently putfted up, the Arms, the Grovn 
and the I highs, grow megar and lanker, 
the Belly waxes hard, as if Droplical, be» 
Ing almoſt of an cqual roundne' cls, With ma- 
ny prickings at the bottom, {carcciv ad- 
mitting of Intermiſhon, which breaks tle 
reſt of the Women {lo affiited;; divers other

Its S:ation. But What confirms it more is, 
that g Montits expired no Iravel enſues, 
but her Belly (till incrcates, whillt all the 
reft of the body grow's lean, and out of 
order. 

The Signs of the windy Mole are divers, 
as the {udden {tretching of the Belly like a 
bladder, yer foft and ſpungy , cſpecially 
near the Groins, and ſmall thereof, when 
if it be ſtruck ir ſounds like a drum, and 
that the Swelling is ſometimes more, and 
ſometimes lels, fo that according to 1ts in» 
creaſe or decreale, the Woman teels more 
heavy or more light. 

The waterv Mole 1s known by its di- 
ſtention of thc Belly, and eſpecially when . 
the lies upon her back, the ſides thereof 
are more {welled than the middle or the 
bottom, which grows flatter by realon the 
watery Humour falls ro the ſides, moving 
un and down, as if it were a fiuftuation of 
Water, and much to the ſame purpole as 
the Symptoms of the humorous Mole, only 
with this diſtiaEtion, that the Flarks and 
Thighs are more ſtretched by the Wate- 


ry Mole than by the other, becauſe the 


Water being thinner than the Humour, or 
not confined in Ceils, flows thither, _ 
CAL 
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that Which in caſe of a watry Mole comes 
through Natures conduite is clear, when in 
caſcot a humourous Mole,the water isrcd 
or of a bloody colour. 

Further obſerve,in caſe of a falſe concep- 
tion tne Courſes come not down, and the 
Navel of the Mother advarceth tr ſelt little 
or nothing z- which in true Conception is 
otherwile. 

Other falſe Conceptions there are occaſzi 
oned by divers Tumours, which the lgno- 
rant take for Moles, when they are only 
Rotundtes and ſwelling the Belly, which 
are not difcoyered till the Wombbe open- 
ed; and then though the Wombbenat all' 
out of order, there docs appear at one cx 
both corners thereot little bags full of wa- 
ter,in others there are to be ſeen a-heap of 
Kernels,or {uperfluous fleſh, like a cluſter of 
Grapes in the Womb, cauling it to (welt. 
Yet in ſuch caſes, the Courſes are obſerved . 
ro proceed in due order;which denotcs the 
Womb to be in good order. 

- Another Excreſcency of Fleſh there is 
which ſome call a Pendent Mole, being a . 
piece of fleſhy {ubſtance, hanging within 
the Interior Neck of the Womb, being ia 
treadth about a finger at the place where - 
It iS faftned, increaſing bigger and bigacr 
towards the bottom like a ſma}l Bell, po 
Fx icthug.- 
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ſeſſing the wholeOrifice of the privy Mem: 
ber, {ometitnes appearing outward to a 
great bignels. 


CHAP, XVIL 


Inftruciions for Women how to govern themſelves, 
axring their being with Child. 


Heſe Inſtructions being exceeding 
neceſſary,l chought fit tolay them 


down for aRule to ſuch as are del 
r0us of (elf-preſervation. And indeed for 
want of due obſervance, «divers Dilcal 
aHidt Child-bearing Women ; nay bK 
Child is frequently loſt, or if it come toa 
perfe Birth, proves ſickly and diſorder-* 
ed through the evil Humours that are de-. 
rived to 1t, through the Mothers miſob- 
IEIVance. 

In the firſt place, then the Woman with 
Child ought to chooſe a Temperate Air, 
not infected with Fogs ariſing from Marft- 
&s, Ditches, Ponds, Lakes, or Rivers, 
and not to go abroad in too hot, nor too 
cold weather, nor when the South wind 
blows ſtrong; for that wind above all 

other 
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hers. diſturbs and diſorders Women 
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with Child, oftentimes cauſing Abortion : 

And next to 1t the North- wind 1s hurtful, 

cauſing Catarrhs, Coughs, and Rhumes, 
which opening the body, caules the \Wo- 
man to bring forth before her time. In 
(hort, it any evil Vapour be drawn in du- 
ring pregnancy, caules divers Dilcalcs, 

In caſe of Diet, ſhe ought to be very 
cautious in chuſing {uch Meats as create 
whollome Nonriſhmecnr, all Meats thatare 
moderately dry being aaken ſoto do; and 
let her obſerve not to faſt immoderately; 
for that renders the Child fcklyand weak, 
and often for want of Nouriſhment Con - 
ſtrains 1t to be born before its timc ; nor 
on the other hand, muſt ſhe' be roo gluc- 
tonous, for that again [iufts it, and caules. 
it to {well beyond 1ts natural bounds. 

All Meats eithcr too hot or toocold,and 
moiſt, are to be avoided, as Salads, Spices, 
Meats, and the extraordinary uſe of her 
Meats, which makes the Children come 
forth oftentimes without Nails, which is 
a ſign of ſhort lite. Ihe moit wholſome 
Meats in this caſe are Pidgeons, Turtles, 
Larks, Partridges, Pheaſants 'Veal, Munon, 
or any iuch Meats that is of good Fuice, 
and contributins to kindly Nouriſhment, 
as allo ſuch Fruits as are {weer and ofren 
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diceſtion, as Cherries, Pears, Damſons, &e. 
but ler her avoid ſuch things as ſubjc& hee 
Body to Windinels 

Her Longings, if Extravagant, ſhe muſt 
reſtrain, at leaſt as much as in her hes, not 
cating any thing that is hichy or coctrary 
$ nouriſhment, nor let her flecp-immeds 
ately afrer Meals, and not at all in the day- 
crime it ſhe can avoid it; the Night being 
pretcrable in ſuch caſes, when ſhe may fleep 
her fall, ſo it exceed not g. hours. 

Her Exerciſe ought ro be modcrate: for 
yiolent motion, cither in walking or other- 
wiſe, loofens the Clendons through which

CHAP. XX. 


R wles to be obſerved upon a Woman lying down, 
and ber delivery, &C.. 


H-#vs thus far proceed, in what as I 
highly conceived is neceſflary to be 
known by the Proteflors of this Art. I 
ſhall Gradually proceed-to- what remains: 
And firſt re inform the Reader what is 
neceſlary to be obſerved upon a Womans 
lying in order to her delivery. 
The hour, according to computation of 
time, and the.diſpoſition of the Body ap- 
proachrng, let the Women ſend for a skill- 
f{ulMidwite notdelaying ſo to do,but rather 
too ſoon than too late; at what time let 
her prepare alittle Bed or Couch of a mo- 
derate height, and fo firuate that it be far 
\ from the Door, near the Fire, and conve» 
{NF niciut for the Midwife and her aſliſtants.t0 
M pals 


the Birth. Motion likewiſe will cauſe the 
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paſs round, and be aiding on every ſide as 
occa(ton requires, having change of Lin» 
nen, and a {mall Cricket, or little Log of 
Timber to reſt ker feer againſt, ſhe having 
more force When they are bowed, than 
otherwite. 

Having thus provided, when the Wo- 
man find her Pains come on, if the weather 
be not extream cold, let her walk leiſurely 
about the Room, reſting her ſeclt by turns 
upon the Bed, expeCting fo the coming 
down of her Water, which is a Humour 'F 
that is contraſted in one of the outward 
M:mbranes, and flows thence when it is 
broke by the ſtrugling of the Child,or ſome 
other accident how being no direft time 
afixed for its EMux, though for the moſt 
' patt it flows not above two hours before 
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Womb to open and dilate it ſelf, when 
lying long in Bed will prove troubleſome, 
yet if ſhe be much ſpent and weakened, the 
may take ſome gentle Cordial to refreſh 
her ſelf, if her pains will permit 1t. 

If her Travel be redious, to revive her 
Spirits ſhe may take any broath of Chikens 
or Mur'on, and after it a poached Egg, but 
mult not take any thing to exceſs, As for 
the Poſtures Women are delivered in,they 
are divers, ſome laying in their beds, others 
ſitting 
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ſiting in a Chair, ſupported and held by 
others, or reſting upon the {1de of the Bed 
or C':air; ſonic again upon the Knees, 
being ſupported under their Arms but the 
ſatelt ard moſt commodious Way 1s 1n the 
BJ, when as the Midwife ougit to obſcrye 
theſe following Rulcs. 

Let her ſce that the Woman be laycd I 
upon her Back, her Head a litt)e eleyated 
by the help of a Pillow, baving the like 
heip to ſupport her Reins and Luttocks, 
and that hcr Rump lye high; tor 1t ſhe lye 
low. ſhe cannot be wel] delivered, then let 
her keep her Knees and T highs as far aſun- 
der as ſhe can, her Legs bowed topether, 
her Buttacks, the Soles of her Feer and 
Heels being 6xcd upon a l'ttle Log of Tim» 
ber placed for that purpole, that ſhe may 
have the greater force to ſtrain: now in caſe 
her Back be exceeding weak, a Swath-band 
may be caſt undcr it, rhe band being four 
double, and about 12 inches broad, and 
this muſt be held by two perſons, who 
With ſleady hands and cqual motion muſt 
raiſe her vp at the time the Pains happen 
bur it they be not cxaCt in their motion 'is 
better cvaced : and at the ſame time let 2 
Women hold her Shoulders, that ſhe may 
the better {train out the Birth with more 
adyantage, and the better to OTE S, 
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let a Woman ſtroak or preſs the upper part 
of her Belly gently, and by degrees, nor 
muſt the Woman her (2if be faint hearted, 
but Couragious , and of a good Hearr, 
forcing her ſelt by ſtraining and ſtopping 
her Breath. 

In cate of Delivery, the Midwife muſt 


| wair With patience, till the Childs Head or 


other Members burſt the Membrane; for 
if through Ignorance, or ball to be gone tro 
other Women, as ſome have done; the 
Midwife rear the Membranes with her 
Nails, (he indanigers both the woman and 
the Child, for it lying. dry, and wanting . 
that ſlipperyneſs that ſhould facilitace. ir, 
- Sgrels comes forth with greater 
ain. 
When the Head appears, the Midwife 
muſt gently hold it between her two hands, 
and draw the Child at ſuch times as the 
Womans pangs are upon her, and at no 
other, ſlipping by degrees her four fingers 
under its Armpits, nor uſing a rough hand 
in drawing it forth, leaſt by {uch means the 
Child through its rendernelſs, receive any 
deformiry of Body. 

As ſoon as the Child is taken forth, 
Which is commonly with its Face down- 
wards, let it be laid upon its Back, that 
it may more freely receiyc external Reſp's 

| ration 


| be difficulr, let the Woman hold Saf in 
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ration, then cut the Navel-ſtring with a 
a ſharp Inſtrument about three inches from 
the Body, tying that which adheres to the 
Belly with a Silken ſtring as near as you 
can, then cover the Head and Stomach of 
the Child well, ſuffering nothing to come 
upon the Face. 

The Child being thus drawn forth, and 
in Health, lay it aſide, and let the Mid- 
wite regard the Paticnt,in drawing or cau- 
fing to come forth the Secundine, which 
are the contrated Membranes : And this 
may bedone by wagging and ſtirring them 
upand down, and afterward with a gentle 
hand drawing them forth, or if the work

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her hands, fhut them cloſe, and breath 
hard into them, whereby ſhe ſhall know 
Whether the faid Membranes are broken or 
not: The like may be known by cavfinga 
ſtrain, or Vomiting, by putting one Fin- 
ger down her Throat, by ſtraining or 
moying her Inferior parts, being all obſler- 
ved to be dove out of hand. If this fatl, 

© way take a draught of raw Elder wa- 
ter, cr the Yolkof a raw Egg, or ſmell to 
a p'ccr of Fſſr-Fetida, eſpecially if ſhe be 
troubled with the Wind chollickza Remc» 
dv for which I ſhall hereafter prelcribe.

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ſrution to the coming down of the Secuns 
dines; and 1n ſuch caſes the Midwite ought 
to chaſe the Womans Belly with a gentle 
hand, which breaks not only the wind, but 
obliges the Secondine to come down : And 
theſe proving Inefft:Qtual , the Midwife 
muſt dilate with her hand the exterior 
Orifice of the Womb, and petitly draw it 
forth. Having diſcourſed of common 
Births, or ſuch as for the moſt part are 
caſte, I ſhall procced to giye dircftions in 
cale of Extremity. 


CHAP. XXL. 
In caſe of Extremity, what ought to be Obſerved, 


efpecially to Women who in their Travd, are 
accompanied with an Efiux of Blood, Con» 
w#lſions or Fits of the Wind. 


[: caſe of Extremity, greater regard 
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muſt be had then at other times, and 

firſt of all the {itnation of the Womb, 
and her poſture of lying mult be croſs the 
Bed, being held by ſuch as have ſtrength to 
prevent her fliping down, or moving her 
(elf in the operation of the Man Midwite, 
or Chirurgeon, her Thighs muſt be ſun» 
dered as wide as may be, and ſo held 
whilſt her Legs inyert or bet backward 
tg. 
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rowards her Hips,hc: Head leaning upon a 
Bolſter,and the Roivs of her Back lupport. 
ed with the 'ik, 11 Ru vp aud Buitocks 
lik-witc ilevarcd, oblcrving to cover her 
Sromack, Belly, an Thighs with warm 
Linnen, to ke-p them trom cold winds, 
The woman hcing in rh» poſture afore- 
faid, ler the Operator put up his hand, if 
he finds the neck of the Womb dilated, 
and remove the contracted Blood that ob« 
ſtruCts the paſſage of the Birth,and having 
by degrees» with much gentleneſs made 
way, let him tenderly moye the Infant, 
his hand being firſt anointed with (weet 
Butter, or a harmleſs Pomatum ; and it 
the waters are not come down, then With: 
out any difficulty may they be ler forth, 
Waen it the Infant attempts to break forth 
with the Head foremoſt or croſs, he may 
gently turn it to find the Feet, which ha- 
ving done, let him draw forth one, and 
faſten to it a Ribbon, then pur it up again, 
and by degrees find the other,when bring- 
ing them as cloſe and eyen as may be, and 
berween whilcs giving the Woman leave 
to breath, urging her to ſtrain in helping 
Nature to perte&t the Birth, he may draw 
it forth, and the berrer to do it, that his 
hold may be the ſurer, be mult faften or 
Wrap a Linnen Cloath about the Childs 


Thighs, 
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Thighs obſerving to bring it into the 
World with its Face downward. 

In calc of a flux of Blood, it the Neck of 
the Womb be open, it muſt then be ma=- 
turely con{1dered, whether the latant or the 
Secundines come firſt, which often the lat- 
tcr haypening to do, ftopthe mouth of the 
Womb and hinder the Bitth,ro the endan-« 
gcring both the Woman and the Ghiidy in 
luch a caſe, I ſay, the Secundine muſt be 
removed by 2 ({witt turn, and indeed they 
have by their ſo coming down deceived 
many, Who feeling their loftneſs, ſuppoice 
the Womb was not delated, and by their 
being lo deceived, the Woman and Child 
or at leaſt the latter, has been loſt, the Se- 
cundines removed,theChild mult be ſought 
for, and drawed forth as has been directed, 
and if in ſuch a caſe the Woman or Child 
dye, the Midwife or Chirurgcon is blame- 
leſs becaule they did their true endeavour. 

If it appear upon enquiry that the Secune 
dine comes firſt, let the Woman be deli- 
vered With all convenient expedition, be- 
cauſe great flux of Blood will follow, for 
then the Veins are opencd, and upon this 
account two things are to þ: conſidered. 
Firſt the great or leſſnel(s of the S:cundines 
advancing, it the former and the hrad of 
the Child appear firſt, ir mult be goes 
an 
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and diceQted towards the Neck of the 
Womb, as in caſe of natural Births, bur if 
there, thro' the weaknels ot the Child or 
Mother, appear any difficulty in the dgli= 
very, the beſt way 1s to (carch for the feet, 
and thereby draw it forth ; but if the Jatter, 
the Secundines may be put back with a gen- 
tle hand, and the Child firſt raken forth. 

Another matter is note worthy, viz. If 
the Secund ines be far advanced, lo that it 
cannot be pur back, and ihe Child follow 
it cloſe, then are the Secundines to be ta- 
ken forth with much carc, as [witt as may 
be, and laid aſide without cutting the entrail 
hat is faſtened ro them, for by that you 
ay be guided to the Infant, the which 
whether alive or dead muſt be drawn forth { 
by the Feet with all expedition ; tho! it is 
not to be afted unlels in caie of great ne- 
cellity, for in other caſes the Secuadine 
ought ro come laſt. ; 

As for a dead Child, in drawing it forth 
let theſe DireCtions be carefully obſerved by 
the Chirurgion, viz. It the Child be foung

Thete things faiii7g, and the Womans 
life in danger, let the Chirurgeon uſe his 
Inſtruments to dilateand widen the Womb, 
to Which purpole the Woman mult be ler 
in a Chair, ſothat ſhe may turn her Crup- 
peras much from its back as is convenient, 
drawing up her Legs ascloie as the can, bur

not ({ufficient Widea the Womb, then 
otacr Inſtruments, as the Drakes Bill, and 
long Pincers ought to be uled. 

If it io happen that any Inflamation, 
Swelling, or concreet Blood be contracted 
in the perputiun of the Matrix, under the 
Film of thoſe Tumours, cither before or 

fter the Birth, where the matter appears 
thinner, the Midwite with a Pen-knite, or 
inciſion Inſtrument may Lance it, and 
pre(s out the corruption, healing it with a 
Peſlary dipp2d in Oyl of Red Raſcs.

A while after Delivery vou make a r*- 
ſtrictive of the Yolk of two Eggs, a quarrec

ene ounce, bray them together, fold alin- 
nen cloath and dip it thercin, Warm it be- 
fore a gcntle Fire, ard appiy it to the 
Breaſt, and the pains of tl:ole paris Will be 
greatly caſcd.

dulovs fl-ſh, or Curnelly lcſh. And fur- 

thermore, throizh the Di4-muw cometh the 

Telticles from the Brain , Sinews , and 

irom the Heart, Artcrics, and fromthe Lt- 
VCL 
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ver Vcins, bringing unto them toth feel- 
ing and ſtirring, Life and Spirit, and Nu- 
trimental Blood,and the moſt pureſt blood 
of all cther Members of the Budy, whereof 
1s made the Sperme by the Jabour of the 
Telſticics, the which 1s put forth in due 
time. 

The Groyns be known : T hey be the 
empty JunQures, or purging place unto the 
Liver, and they bave Curnelly fleſh in the 
plying or bowing of the Thighs. The 
Hips have great brawny fleſh on them, 
and {rem thence - deſcend downWards , 
Brawns, Cords, and Ligaments, moving 
and binding together the Thighs, with the 
Haunches themſelyes.

N re{pe&t of Married Wcmen that 
prove Childleſs, Hyppocrates adviſeth this 
Expcr ment to be tried, ro know whe- 
ther the cefelt be on the Womans part,or 
on her Husbagds, Which is to make her 
Suftumi 
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ſuffumigations With Incenſe or Storax, With 
a Garment cloſe wrapped about her,which 
may hang down on the ground, 1n; ſuch 
fort that no Vapor or Fume may i{lue out ; 
and if within a while aſter ſhe feel the Sa» 
vour of the Incenle in her Mouth, ſhe may 
conclude that the Barrenneſs comes not 
through her own detect, but through her 
Husbands, foraſmuch as the Fumes found 


the Paſſages open, whercby ir pierced up, 


to the Noſtrils: But although this proof 


perform that effeft which Hippocrates ſpeak-= 


cth of, namely, the piercing up to the in- 
ner part of the Mouth, yet this is no 1n- 
fallible Argument of che Husbands Barren- 
neſs, nor of the Fruitfulneſs of the Wite 
fince want of Children may ariſe through 
an unapt diſpoſition in them both, in re- 
ſpe& of the Correſpondency of Qualities ; 
for it hath oftentimes happened that a Man 
who corfld not have Children by one 
Witfe hath had them by another: the like 
alſo hath befallen Woman. What the 
Correſpondency ſhould be which the Man 
and Wite ought to bear cach to other, 1s 
expreſſed by Hipprerates in theſe Words, 
It the hot anſwer not the cod, and the 
dry the moiſt, with meaſure and quantity, 
rhat is, if there mectnot in the Womb two 
Seeds, the one hot, the other cold, the

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one drv,the other moiſt, extended in equal 
degree, there can be no Generation tor 
ſo murvellous a work as the Formation of 
Man could not be peform'd wichont a pro- 
portionable commixture of. Seed, and the 
Womans were both of the ſame tempera- 
ture. To cxempiifie what I have laid, it is 
to b2 concluded, that a Woman who is 
wily, ill condition'd , ſhrill-yoiced, lean, 
{warchy coloured, and deformed, (which 
are th: ſigns of cold and moiſt in the firſt 
degrec) way conceive by a Man who is ig- 
norant, good natured, {weet yvoyCd, Cor- 
pulen:, having little Hair, a well coloured 
Face, and a handſome Body, which are 
he {1zvs of hot and dry in the firſt degree, 
n regard ſhe retaineth a mean in all thoſe 
ſigns above-mentioned, 1s molt like to be 
Fruirful, becaule ſhe comes nearelt in pro- 
portion to M-n of cach ſeveral tempera- 
ture. But from the h1ſt of theſe Unions, or 
conjoyning of Man ar:! Woman, are moſt 
likely to iſſue the wilzſt Chilaren, becauſe 
the dryneſs of the Mother correeth and 
am-ndcth the defc£t of the Father. More- 
over, it is regu {1c that Woman be dried 
by a mature Aoe, and not marry over 
y ung; for from thence it comes to pals, 
molt commonly, that Children prove ſhal-
